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Nuclear war 
is possible, 
says Dayan

RAMAT GAN. Former De- 
fence Minister Moshe Dayan yester- 
day warned that the possibility of 
nuclear warfare “should not be 
eliminated in envisaging future wars 
in the Middle East," in view of the 
present state of international rela. 
tions, Dayan was speaking at Bar- 
lan University in the first of a 
seriea of lectureg on Arab-Israel 
relations. 

In the event of wer, Dayan said 


civilians cannot take it for granted δὴ 


that they will not suffer casualties. 
The Arabs have learnt that their 
pilots cannot penetrate Israel's air 
defences and are now stressing 
§round-to-ground missiles which, 
bowever inaccurate, stand a good 
chance of creating havoc in civilian 
centres. 


Dayan estimated that, in the next ἢ 


three to five years, the ratio of 
power between Israel and its neigh- 
ours would not differ much from 
that which existed during the Yom 
Kippur War. He did not foresee 
worsening of israel-American ties. 

Dayan stated that army intelli- 
gence was pretty well informed of 
the state of enemy forces before 
the October War, “where it erred 
was in deciding that activity im the 
enemy camp was due to army ex~- 
ercises, rather than preparations of 
war.” Our situation would have been 
Touch easier had we had several 
hundred more tanks in advanced 
positions, “though that would not 
have saved casualties.” 

Dayan said a pre-emptive strike, 
like the one which the air force 
suggested on the morning of the 
war, would ‘hardly have changed its 
course. "A pre-emptive war, of 
course, is a different story — we 
had one in 1967." 

According to Dayan, the basic 
attitude of the Arabs is that Israel, 
as a Jewish State, must not exist. 
But their readiness to go to war 
depends on many factors, which do 
not always allow for prompt action.

“As long ag there ig no true 
peace with Syria and Egypt,” Yariv 
Stressed, “the Israel army cannot 
move from the West Bank.” This 
position was acceptable to the 
Likod, he said, noting that the 
Alignment was im any case com- 
mitted to hold elections before 
making any changes in Israel's 
Position regarding the West Bank. 

In an apparent reference to 
Alignment elements who ciaiim that 
bringing in the Likud’s Herut wing 
would “close options to peace,” Mr. 
Yariv noted that it was not Israel 
which had been closing off options. 

Tn answer to another question he 
said that the Soviets recognized 
only the 1947 UN partition borders 
for Israel. That is how Israel ap- 
pears on every ‘Soviet map, he 
noted, “and it is well for us to 
remember thet." 

In Tel Aviv meanwhile the Likud 
leadership went to Independent Li- 
beral Party headquarters to hear 
IP leader Moshe Kol officially in- 
form them of the party’s decision 
to push for a national coalition. 
Mr. Kol, who initiated the meeting, 
Stressed that Israel's critical situa- 
tion required a wall-to-wall coalition 
(including the Citizens’ Rights Move- 
ment). But he stressed that it 
must rest on the present Govern- 
ment’s policy limes. 

The Likud team, ied by Herut 
leader Menahem Begin, registered 
their appreciation of the ILP initia- 
tive and said it was possible with 
goodwill to overcome any problems 
over the present coalition guide- 
Unes. They advised the ILP to keep 
up the pressure on Premier Rabin 
and the Labour Party. They also 
asked the ΤΡ to urge the Premier 
and his party to arrange a meeting 
with the Likud in order to clarify 
together the possibility of a broader 
coalition.

— A bill for the establish- 
ment of a fund for securing seve- 
vance pay from employers in fin- 
nancial difficulties will be tabled 
in the Knesset next week, Labour 
Minister Moshe Bar-Am told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. He hoped 
that the bill would become law 

withm a month. 

‘The fund, to be financed by em- 
ployers through a monthly contri- 
bution, will be managed by the Na- 
tional Insurance Institute, and will 
ensure severance pay to workers 
who lose thelr jobs because their 
employers are in financial straits. 

First proposed by Yisrael Gil, the 
Haifa Labour Council's legal ad- 
viser, the bill ran into objections 
from the Histadrut, which will have 
to pay its share into the fund, All 
opposition has now been overcome, 


and the Government has also given 
ite blessings. The bill will be tabled 
jomtiy by the Ministers of Labour 
and Justice. 

Bar-Am said the fund, which 
would accumulate about TL20m. an- 
nually, would end the concern of 
workers who have to change jobs 
because of the failure of their 
plants. It would also facilitate 
mobility. :

Railway fares will go up by 
40° per cent from Sunday, the 

Railways spokesman said in Haifa 
yesterday. The Tel Aviv-Haifa 
journey will cost IL9 instead of 
{L6.40 and the return ‘trip IL17, 
instead of IL12.10. A seat re- 
servation will cost 80 agorot. 

Egged economists have prepared 
the new bug fares which go into 
effect on Sunday. Most fares will 
rise by about 40 per cent. 

In Jerusalem most city trips will 
cost 70 agorot. The charge on most 
Haifa urban lines will also be 70 
agorot. However, it will cost IL1 
to the Carmel and Neve Shanan 
and IL150 ‘to the Haifa Bay 
suburbs. 

Indications of other fare increases 
are: Tel Aviv to Beersheba 11.11.50 
and to Eilat 1132. 

The Egged spokesman said that 
the Government’s decision to raise 
the fares by 40 per cent was taken 
in opposition to the cooperative, 
which wanted a larger government 
subsidy. Egged fear that such a 
high fare rise will cause a drop in 
the number of passengers since the 
difference between the cost of bus 
tiekets and driving a car is not 
large enough. 

Taxi fares will also rise by 40 
per cent on Sunday, except in Tel 
Aviv, where the increase will be 
only 25 per cent, and Jerusalem, 
20 per cent. 

Fares are also expected to go 
up on the Carmelit in Haifa next 
week. 

The Alignment MK, Yossi Sarid. 
bas tabled an. urgent motion for 
the Knesset to consider the impact 
of the new bus fares on residents 
of outlying development areas. 

A bus trip from Kiryat Shmona 
to Tel Aviv and back will cost 
IL36, to Jerusalem and back IL50, 
he points out.

Rumanian CP approves 


independent stand 


BUCHAREST (Reuter), — Rum- 
ania’s Communist Party yesterday 
approved & new charter underscor- 
ing its independent position in the 
Soviet Bloc and claiming the right 
to formulate policies without for- 
eign interference. 

‘The 65,000-word document, devised 
as @ party programme to last for 
20 to 25 years, was endorsed un- 
animousiy by 2,400 delegates at the 
party’s national congress, together 
with a five-year economic plan due 
to start in 1976. 

The programme establishes no 
new positions, but serves to insti- 
tutionalize President Nicolae Ceau- 
sescu's independent policies as being 
fundamental to Rumanian Com- 
munist dogma, The programme was 
firat published in September. 

The party vreeffirms ideological 
positions that have caused friction 
between Bucharest and Moscow for 
10 years, and denies any claim by 
the ‘Soviet Union to provide a 
“eentre" for the world ‘Communist 
movement. 

‘Ceausescu, who has already vetoed 
8 move to make him Secretary- 


General of the party for life, yea- 
terday blocked a proposal which 
would have forced elderly party of- 
Selals into retirement. But he sald 
officials should retire when no 
longer able to perform effectlvely, 


“from top to bottom, inchrding the - 


Secretary-General, {t cannot be for 


life" he declered. 


‘The congress went into secret 
session to re-elect Ceausescu to a 
new five-year term as Secretary- 
General, and to set up a powerful 
executive political committee, effec- 
tively the highest body in the coun- 
try. 


The party's central committee 
was facing a turnover of at least 
one-third. For the first time, con- 
gress delegates were given a choice 
in voting to fill positions on party 
bodies. 

There were 511 candidates no- 
minated for the central committee 
and the auditing committee, which 
previously had a combined member- 
ship of 365. The size of the newly- 
elected bodies, to be announced 
later, could be larger.

OPEC's economic commission 
met here on Tuesday for draft 
rice proposals for 1975 and studied 
Pecommendations for a bebter sys- 
tem of pricmg crude oil. The re- 
commendation will be submitted 
for approval to the OPEC minis- 
terial meeting ‘here on December 12, 
The current posted price of crude 
is $11.65 a barrel.

Oil autonomy 
for Brazil 
in 1979 


BRASILIA (AP). — Brazil will be- 
come self-sufficient in ofl by 1979, a 
government source has predicted to 
the newspaper “Jornal do Brasil.” 
The prediction was made following 
the discovery of another oil find, 
off the coast of Campos, in Rio de 
Janeiro state, earlier this week. 
Oil independence wil come from 
the production in the Brazilian con- 
tinental platform, government sour- 
ces told the “Jornal do Brasil.”

“© Estado de Sao Panllo,” said that 
Petrobras, the government oil 
monopoly, was still making studies 
to determine the production poten- 
tial of the newly-discovered well. 
The “Jornal” story said Brazil 
could become Independent in oil by 
the end of the term of President 
Ernesto Gelsel in 1979, although 
prudence recommends that that the 
so-called sufficiency would be about 
75 per cent of total needs.

BLAZING TANKER SUNK 
AFTER BEING TORPEDOED 


\TORYO (Reuter). Japanese 
planes, destroyers and a submarine 
yesterday rocketed, bombed and 
finally sank the blazing 43,000-ton 
tanker No. 10 Yuko Maru some 
480 kms. off the coast of Japan, 
which had been burning for 17 days 
after a collision in Tokyo Bay. 
The liquified gas carrier was 
towed out of the bay on Wednesday 
and it took the combined efforts 
of all three arms to sink the ship. 


Jets rocketed and bombed the 
tanker but it just would not sink 
Then four destroyers moved in and 
pounded the vessel with 72 125-mm. 
shells. Still the tanker survived, 
Finally, a submarine was called and 
it fired two computer-driven tor- 
pedoes to sink the ship. 


The combined attacks cost the 
Japanese Government a_ total of 
about $280,000.

LONDON (AP). Margaret That- 
cher, Conservative spokesman on 
the economy, ran into a storm here 
yesterday over her personal way 
of trying to beat inflation. Mrs. 
‘Thatcher, daughter of a grocer, 
said she has a stockpile of food big 
enough to last for years. It in- 
cludes coffee,- canned meats, fish, 
fruit, jams and honey. 


A spokesman for the National 
Consumer Protection Council was 
that a public figure 
should advocate hoarding food. 


Mrs. Thatcher, 48, is likely soon 
to challenge Edward Heath for the 
Conservative Party leadership. 


She revealed details of her food 
stockpile in an interview with a 
magazine, “Retirement Choice,” and 
said she thought “everyone is doing 
it.” 

“I am of a wartime generation. 
‘We did this at the beginning of the 
war, and I can remember that my 
mother still had tins of food at the 
end. it is interesting to mark the 
price on a tin as you buy it and 
see how the prices go up,” said 
Mrs. Thatcher. 

Lord Redmayne, chairman of the 
Retail Consortium, commented: 
“Any sort of inducement to panic- 
buying is ἃ bad thing. it is against 


the pubiic interest.” 


And June Wall, of the National 
Housewives’ Association, said: “It 
is the most disgusting thing I have 
heard in a long time. Hoarding 
food only creates shortages for 
peor? who cannot afford to stock- 
pile.”

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Selassie ready to disgorge Swiss hoard 


GEN. BANTI IS ETHIOPIA’S 
NEW FIGUREHEAD CHIEF 


ADDIS ABABA. — Ethiopia's sol- 
Ger government yesterday chose ἃ 
mew — and probably only symbolic 
— chairman for their revolution, 
Brigadier General Tafari Banti. The 
53-year-old Second Army comman- 
der replaces his former ally, Lieute- 
gant General Aman Andom, who 
wag shot down dy the soldiers on 
Friday along with 59 other members 
of Ethiopia's ruling elite. 

{t was meanwhile reported that 
former Emperor Haile Selassie has 
saved his own life by agreeing two 
weeks ago to turn over to the sol- 
diers part of the fortune he has 
secreted In Switzerland. 

The military government on Wed- 
nesday denied Arab reports that it 
planned to execute the 82-year-old 
Emperor, 

Unlike the Eritrean-born Andom, 
said to have been killed in a gun- 
battle on the day of the mass ex- 
ecutions, the new chairman belongs 
to Ethiopia's dominant Amhara 
people. Andom’s suspected luke- 
warmuness to suppressing the rebel- 
Hon in his native province may have 
been one of the reasons for his de- 
position, along with his attempt to 
Play more than a figurehead role. 

The provisional military adminis- 
trative council announced yesterday 
that Gen. Banti, once military at- 


in Washington, had been 
eases in at the Grand Palace that 
morning after being elected by a 
majority vote of the 120-man ruling 
committee. 

Reliable sources said several other 
figures, including at least one civi- 
lian, had been in the running. 

He is the fifth Ethiopian head of 
government slace the military began 
a slow-motion revolution early this 
year with the declared aims of mo- 
dernizing a feudal society. 

Gen. Bantl was commandant of 
Harrar Military Academy, Exthi- 
opia's West Point, until Gen. Aman 
named him commander of the 
Third Army Division in astern 
Sthlopta on September 28. 

The appointment was rescinded 
by the military council two days 
jater in the first open sign of fric- 
tion between Aman and the com- 
mittee of junior officers and mon- 
coms who are running the country. 

More than a month ago Banti 
took over as Second Division com- 
mander, facing the secessionist 
guerrillas in Eritrea. 

In Berne, meanwhile, the Swiss 
Foreign Office sald it has received 
reports from Ethiopia that the 
Emperor has authorized the repat- 
riation of his funds from Switzer- 
Tand, 


Black September leader 
adopts anti-terror pose 


CAIRO (AP). — Black September 
leader Salah Khalaf claimed on 
Wednesday that the “Palestinian 
Uberation movement” has abandoned 
international terrorism, but he de- 
clared that the fight would con- 
tinue against both Israel and Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein. 

Strongly denouncing last week's 
hijacking of a British airliner by 
Palestinian terrorists, Khalaf (code- 
mamed Abu Iyad), who is number 
two to Yasser Arafat in the Fatah 
terror group, said, ‘I promise that 
this incident will be the last of its 
kind πη our time.” 

Khalaf blamed the hijacking on 
an unnamed Arab country which 
he said wanted to break apart the 
PLO's fragile unity and to em- 
barass Egypt. 

PLO sources said the unnamed 
country was Iraq, a consistent odd- 
man-out in recent attempts at 
Arab unity. They said Khalaf has 
agreed not to make the charge 
specific after meeting earlier with 
Iraq's Ambassador to Egypt. Kha- 
laf, in response to questions, did 
say that “Libya definitely was not 
involved.”

CAIRO (AP). — The Peoples As- 
sembly, after a stormy debate, has 
taken action to reduce the power 
of a minister in a continuing con- 
troversy over Cairo’s drinking 
water. 

In what political sources sald was 
an unprecedented session lasting 10 
hours, Mustafa Abu Zeid, Minister 
of Justice and State Prosecutor, en- 
gaged in heated exchanges with se- 
veral members on Tuesday. Cairo 
newspapers printed two pages of its 
text on Wednesday. 

The 360-member body ordered its 
Legislative Committee to report in 
three weeks on separating the func- 
tions of Abu Zeid. At present he 18 
the equivalent of Chief Justice and 
Attorney General. It also formed a 
fact-finding committee to study the 
water situation in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Health and report 
to the Legislative Committee. 

For Abu Zeid, it was the second 
biow in as many weeks. Last week 
after calls for his resignation, he 
bowed to legal and newspaper pres- 
sure and withdrew a θεῖ suit 
against Salah Jaheen, cartoonist for 
the city's leading daily “Al Abram.” 
Jaheen had criticized his investiga- 
tion of the water situation In a 
drawing, and the incident led to the 
debate.

PORTUGAL MARCHES LEFT 


Fears of bitter clashes between the right and left in 
Portugal have grovm since the ousting of, General 


Spinola, regarded as 2 


“force of moderation.” 


SASSON JACOBY was in Portugal at the time of 
Spimola’s resignation. He discusses the views of the 
people there and the prospects for the country. 


THE ACCUMULATING political 
tension boiled over in the Campo 
Pequeno bullring in Lisbon on 
Thursday night, pocptember 26.1 
had arrived in Portugal a week 
earlier, and it was all too evident 
then that the Portuguese were 
nervous about the political situa- 
tion — one that was to lead to 
President ‘Spinola's resignation on 
Monday, September 30, when he 
found that he just couldn't resist 
leftist pressure. 

The tension was heightened by 
the forebodings of all at ‘the snami- 
festacao (demonstration) planned 
for Saturday by what was explained 
to me as the “silent majority.” 
They were variously described as 
“conservatives” or “fascists” or 
“rightists” or simply as the “rich 
businessmen.” It was difficult to 
pin down who they were, except 
that they were to demonstrate in 
fayour of Spinola, who in their 
eyes was the man to halt the left- 
ist but not liberal trend. 5

When I asked a young Portuguese 
next to me what it was all about, 
he painted first to the “anti” group 
and said in broken English, “No 
money,” and then to the others, 
“Have money.” Which I thought 
was the simplest and perhaps the 
most appropriate explanation. 
“Communists?” I asked. But he 
Merely spread his hands. and raised 
his eyebrows. 

High in his VIP balcony, Spinola, 
resplendent in .his fancy uniform, 
sat calmly through it ‘all One bull 
after another was brought in hur- 
Tiedly but it fafled to bring a 
change of mood.

WHEN ADA RICHTERS-WOLVIUS type. 


president of the Council of Women 
of the Netherlands and of the Eu- 
ropean Council of the International 
Council of Women — visited Israel 
recently, her husband cooked his 
own meals and did his own house- 
keeping. "Our friends and neighbours 
always feel sorry for him when I'm 
away but he says he's the most 
emancipated man in the world... It's 
ἃ good thing In ἃ marriage when 
both partners can have their own 
individual lives; then there are al- 
‘ways new things to share when the 
couple is together.” 

Mrs. Richters-Wolvius visited Is- 
rael with two colleagues, Mrs. 
Lutgert-Kurter and Mrs, Hamm- 
Taonner, at the invitation of the 
Israel Council of Women's Organi- 
zations. Since they were here only 
six days, they tended to meet only 
the “top’ women (and very few 
men) which created an idealized 
impression of Israel which sounds 
wonderfully Utopian to native ears. 

“What impressed me most is how 
women from so many different 
countries can work together to build 
up a new country,” Mrs. Richters 
said. “We European women can 
learn a lot from Israelis. In our 
country, women don't have to 
struggle and maybe we have it too 
good. Here, women have proved 
that they can really put their 
shoulders to the wheel...In Holland, 
it's hard to zet people to volounteer, 
but here there is a lot of work 
which has to be done by volunteers 
and the people do it” 

Mrs. Hamm particularly enjoyed 
the kibbutzim they visited. “There 
is such a feeling of complete equal- 
ity. 1 don't think something like 
that could be done in any other 
country in the world.” 

“But it upset me,” Mrs, Lutgert 
said, “to see the guards at the 
Kibbutzim, and even the youth vil- 
lage we visited.

Mrs. Richters and her colleagues 
are actively involved in preparation 
for the United Nations Women's 
Year in 1975.

“In 
Holland, the better-off women used 
to stay at home and even though 
this is changing today, there is still 
social pressure against those of us 
who live too much of their lives 
away from their husbands and 
children. On the other hand, work- 
ing-class women are insisting on the 
right of women to be full-time 
housewives and mothers. Now that 
they are better-off financtally, they 
want to stay at home instead of 
working in other people’s homes, 
while the better-off and better-edu- 
cated women want to leave home. 
1 think everyone should be free to 
do as she pleases.” 

Quite naturally, Mrs. Richters 

complains about the tendency al- 
ways to ask a woman if she is mar- 
Yied and has a family. “What dif- 
ference does it make if ['m married 
or not? I am an individual with 
my own personality, work and in- 
terests. It's changing a bit now, of 
course, but in general the unmarried 
woman still has a lower status than 
the married woman — and I don't 
see why. I don't think women have 
to marry, any more than I think 
they have to go out to work or 
have to be housewives. I want 
everyone to be free to do as he or 
she pleases. Our job, I think, is to 
fight to see that women have the 
freedom to choose.” 
THOUGH THE main subject of the 
trip was women, Mrs. Richters spent 
her few spare hours reading books 
on the more political aspects of 
Israel and of the Middle Hast, She 
is active In the International Council 
of Churches and is currently on a 
committee attempting to formulate 
positions on major world problems.

An example of this flexibility, 
for the local market, is the avail- 
ability of "Ofer" items (the size

Hadassah Hospital saves brothers 
from kidney failure 


suffering

THREE YEARS AGO, Almas Han- 
ΟΝ watched one of six sons die 
from kidney failure. Within a year, 
the deadiy symptoms appeared 
again in two younger children, and 
the Arab father from Ramallah 
thought they would suffer a similar 

fate. 

The two brothers —- Nasser and 
Nadim, 14 and 9 years old — are 
now model patients in the nephro- 
logical service of Jerusalem's Had- 
assah Hospital. 

“Nasser came to us in very se- 
Yious condition — really more in 
the next world than in this one,” 
recalls Dr. Amnon Licht, who has 
cared for him from the start. “But 
we pulled him through, and started 
him on an artificial kidney. He felt 
and looked much better and chan- 
ged from an indifferent pupil at 
school to a good one.” 

Nasser soon began to go by bus 
to the hospital for his twice-week- 
ly dialysis, and his father saccom- 
panied him only occasionally... He 
Jearned Hebrew from the Hadassah 
staff and is now abie- to answer all 
the doctor’s questions with no 
trouble at all. 

Over a year ago, he received 8 
transplanted compatible kidney. 
Now he appears at the hospital 
once a week, stoically bearing the 
blood tests, physical examinations 


The Broadcasting Authority has re- 
cently shown initiative in praise- 
worthy efforts to enrich our concert 
life. A few weeks ago Boris Ber- 
man inaugurated the “Spectrum” 
series at the Tel Aviv Museum, and 
mow a new series of programmes 
“Israeli composers plus one," under 
the direction of composer Joan ‘Wil- 
liams, has had its first concert at 
the hall of the Tel Aviv Central 
Music Library (AMLI) (Tel Aviv, 
November 21). The series is to be 
broadcast live and the first pro- 
gramme seems to have been a con- 
siderable success. 

The choice of works was varied, 
showing the stylistic diversity of 
our music, and the quality of the 
performance was generally satis- 
factory.

Mordecai Seter's “Sonata for two 
Violins" integrates on the highest 
artistic level oriental melos and 
rhythm with western polyphonic 
technique. Although the five-move- 
ment sonata is ificently con- 
structed, its length, 20 minutes, is 
somewhat burdensome. To make the 
piece really effective, the two violin- 
ists have to present completely ba- 
lanced and even parts, but while 
Raphael Marcus seemed on the 
right track, Ilan Gronich could not 
resist the temptation to dominate. 

The Seter work was followed by 
Fred Kaufman's electronic-concrete 
tape-music “And the world goes 
on,” a mixture of randomly con- 
versing voices, noises and electro- 
acoustically transformed instrument- 
al jazz sounds. Kaufman's collage 
possesses considerable charm. Bru- 
no Reinhardt's “music for Horn 
solo" is effectively written for the 
instrument, but musically it has 
litle to offer.

instrumental parts. Miss Williams 
conducted. 

Although the Tal work closed the 
official part of the concert, . there 
remained the “plus one," and in- 
deed this was a very funny addi- 
tion; Miss Fuxon-Heyman played, 
deadly serious, a Haydn piano so- 
nata, while four funny looking 
ghaps came on stage and inserted 
various materials between the strings 
of the piano.

The ancient Rabbis are full of reproach fer Jacob for 
afraid and for elght times obsequiousiy Esau as “my 
lord,” after he had already proved his mettle and God had 
to him the promise He had made to Abraham and Isaac (Genesis 
28:13-15). And they tell us (Tanhuma Vayishiah 7, Buber): When 
Jacob became afraid, God sent Michael (guardian angel of the 
Jewish people) to pick a fight with him and put him on his 
mettle — to let him prove to himself that he was stronger and 
More courageous than he thought. 

The wrestle comes immediately after Jacob has prepared himself 
for all eventualities. First he sent messengers to tell Esau that 
he is returning home bringing great wealth — an unsubtle offer 
of a conciliatory gift In exchange for peace. The messengers re- 
ported back that Esau was app with 400 men.
